1 do not wlab to preaeot my- 
self without being wall fortified before the criti- 
cism of ignorance and party spirit, and 1 bold 
to accentuating a good, sound faith in develop- 
ing the rational opinions of this work.

Do you believe in the mysteries of Isis in 
Egrpt, of Eleusi* in Greece, of Vests in Rome ? 

Do you orodit the reoord of the Burning Bush, 
or the mission of celestial messenger* who dare 
na longer produce themselves, whatever our 
need of them be ? 

Do you believe that in any epoch of the past, 
the dead has been raised, the deaf restored and 
the lame made to walk ? 

Do yon believe in Rackchasas, in the Pinat- 
chtt, in Beelaebnb, and all the devils of mytho- 
logy ? If yon answer yes. then oloae this volnme. 
It is not additossed to yon. 

I oppose you. and it is your business to at- 
tack me.

Think yon I would have written this book if 
the epoch of my dreams had dawned, if 1 saw 
not on one side fanaticism exclaiming : " Oedo 
quia ahmirdum."

Hot if 
you mean tboae law* which eri*t in the nature 
and constitution of tbe sex, and their connec- 
tion with nil nurronnding circumstance* and 
thing* (wbicb would cause the specific action of 
thos* law* to vary acoording to human develop- 
ment and surrounding condition*) then I have 
no deni re that they should be repealed. But I 
would dear the track of all conventional rub- 
biah. I would let nature * law* have fair play, 
and then tbe result* would lie in accordance 
with their harmonious action. Yon would not 
•haokle the limb* ol the race-bora*, in order to 
teat bi* natural apoed. Why, tbeu, are you not 
willing to remove at once (a* far a* possible) all 
aocial, legal and political disability trom women 
a* wtll a* men ? And then they will (in accord- 
ance with nature * law*) be likely to gravitate 
to their place in all the department* of human 
life. They mill then be free to seek tboae 
field* of employment which they may dnaire, 
upon the name footing with men. 

With renpect to the ballot ; you nay that *• wo- 
men are divided into three class** 1*1, those 
who really want to vote ; 2d, those who really do 
not want to vote ; 2d, those who really do not 
o*re a pin whether they vote or noi. " Well, bow 
wm it with the negroes V Did yon slop to in- !

ing that the friend* of the cause were no belter 
than they should be, but are the advocate* of 
free-love, promiscuous intercourse, adultery, 
murder, and the right of even woman, though 
married, to say Who ahall be the father of her 
children— showing (hat Mr. Joee, though * am 
sible, warm-hearted, honest and clever man, 
had no Jn*t idea of who the leaden in this 
mighty movement are, nor what in meant by 
the emancipation r»f woman, the elevation of 
woman, or !hs restoration of woman to her 
"natural and inalienable right*. whether 
civil or polities!. He, like thousand* and ten* 
of thousand* among u*. women a* well men, 
have been minted by the calumnies, the htasphe 
miea, and the silly misrepresentation* of the 
pres*, a small part only of the thousand* wbo 
write for it, both nm and i mmm shame on them 
both- being either wholly unacquainted with 
the subject, and with the great principle* in- 
volved. whereby, if successful, no )es* than 
million* of ont better halve*, both 
preaenl arid prospective, are to t*e emancipated 
within a few year*, from a worse than Egyptian 
bondage though now in subjection to million* 
of lawgivers, like the negroes, the Indiana, the 
naturalised foreigner* the Mexican*, Chiaea*. 
and Japanese, who can neither re*d nor write, 
who know little ot noth « 1 1 , oi ot»i h. -tntg. cr 
government, and oftentimes cannot even under 
■tand our language, not make th wtna i l vee wn 
derttood by tqteeoh ot pantomime, ot eftwWl at

just laws will accelerate the complete enfran- 
chisement of women

A broadside from Mr Garrison. anch aa 
he gave orthodoxy at Hartford would frighten 
half Mr. Beecher's followers from their proprie- 
ty. However, they will probably reach the po- 
litical citadel of equal suffrage som* time when 
the union fore— ahall have the road* made, 
bridges built, and all things ready for a jubilee. 
The right wing will have the superior advan- 
tage in its 1— der of youth, lire, rare orgamring 
talent, a daily paper unembarrassed by any con- 
nection with the unfortunate McFarland-Rich- 
ardson marriage, and with the *vmf»athy of 
a large majority of the old worker*, and the co- 
operation of the mi — of the earnest people in 
New York and through the west. In thia asso- 
ciation. too, all intelligent foreigners will find 
a place and fellowship, a* they could not in 
any asaociatiou called “ American 

We would suggest that in the union of all 
elements outside of Boston, the name of the 
National Woman'a Suffrage Association should 
be retained aa American i» both too narrow and 
too comprehensive , for while It exclude* for- 
eigner*, it covers the continent, the greater pari 
of which lie* outside cmr nation, where our 
laws have no jurisdiction. To change the con- 
stitution* of the federal and state govern- 
ments so as to give the women within our 
borders the right to vote will he work enough 
for the present generation.

immemorial, and without legislation, they have 
had great value for use, and ak> coot an amount 
of labor in their production, which coaH be 
determined at least approximately a* compared 
with other thing*. 

There were, when we abandoned specie and 
■nbetitoted valueleo* paper aa our standard, 
aome thousands of tnilliona of dollar* ontetand- 
•n«. on contract* made prior to that date, and 
which, when due, should hare been paid, not m 
gold, but in paper which would purchase and 
pay aa gold would. In other word*, in paper 
or currency which was the representative of 
and title to commodities, or the product* of 
labor at specie prices, and not in paper about 
which there waa ao much doubt, that pricea 
were in many oa«e* doubled, and creditors 
Dwindled to that extent out of their just nghU. 

The effect oi the legal tender act waa, as the 
writer of this and many others predicted, to in- 
flate prices, and thus add unduly to the wealth 
or means of tbp debtors, at the oost of the credi- 
tor* ; and we may safely assume that nine-tenths 
of all the extravagance and demoralization with 
which we have been cursed have come from 
this cause. 

Those who have made money, or soqutred 
wealth suddenly, have been tempted beyond 
their strength, and those who had previously 
lived on the name social plane iu striving to 
keep up in the race, have forfeited their trusts 
and would have filial our prisons, but for the 
general laxity which baa led us not only to wink 
at wrong doing, but rather give it oar counte- 
nance, if successful. 

I repeat that the authors of the legal tender sot, 
are fairly responsible for the present demoraliza- 
tion, and sooner or later all who obooee to inves- 
tigate will find that nothing could have been 
done to work n* more mischief, though the con- 
sequences of resumption, if the present policy is 
persisted in by the person whonnfortnusb ly has 
been placed in charge of our finances, will be 
apparently more disastrous to business men. 
heoaaap when we take one-half from the credi- 
tor we still leave half, while, if we add one-halt 
to the obligations of the debtor we shell rain 
him. that sum being more than his margin, or 
the amount he hsld in bis own right 

The addition already made to the money 
value of the legal tender, above (be average for 
the eight year* ending with lfWW, is over twenty- 
five per cent., and tf the prnvant policy is kept up. 
and onr paper raised to par with gold, it will be 
over forty-two per cent . and that amount or per 
nentttge will be added to ell mortgages, leases, 
loans, and debts ot every description contracted 
after the month of May.
